TO BECOME NEW AMBASSADORS

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28.—Gen. 
Dwight D. Elsenhower arrives in 
Washington today for briefing on 
the world situation and American 
plans for the defense of western 
Europe against Communist aggres­ 
sion. 
Eisenhower, supreme command­ 
er of the Atlantic pact forces for 
European defense, comes directly 
to Washington from a brief Christ­ 
mas vacation spent with his wife’s 
family in Denver. 
Originally he had planned to go 
from Denver to New York, where 
he would wind up his affairs as 
president of Columbia university. 
t)ut he changed his plans to come 
to Washington first after Tuesday 
night’s top level Blair House meet­ 
ing. 
Confers Witti Truman 
Among the men who met with 
President Truman then were De­ 
fense Secretary Marshall, Secre­ 
tary of State Acheson and Gen. 
Omar N. Bradley, chairman of the 
joint chiefs of staff. The White 
House said that Eisenhower would 
have attended if he had b ^ n in 
Washington. 
Eisenhower will confer with the 
President 
and about the 
same 
group as met with the Chief Ex­ 
ecutive. In addition, he will meet 
with the joint chiefs of staff for 
a complete military briefing. 
The supreme commander is ex­ 
pected to fly to Europe, where 
temporary headquarters have been 
set up in a Paris hotel, next week. 
His finst duties abroad probably 
wdll be the formation of a staff 
around a nucleus already named. 
Lt. Gen. Alfred M. Gruenther, 
now vice chief of staff of the U. S. 
Army and one of the nation’s top 
militarj’ strategists, already has 
been named chief of staff for the 
new European setup.

Much Deflated 
Much of the wind was taken out 
of 
nationalist 
sails 
when 
King 
George VI ascended the throne 
13 years ago. 
For his queen is a Scotswoman 
to the core. Princess Elizabeth, 
who will succeed to the throne, 
is therefore half Scotch, with sorne 
of the proudest blood of the high­ 
lands in her veins and as long as 
the 
line prevails, the chain of 
geneological links to Scotland will 
not be broken. 
There apparently is some real 
concern in London, however, lest 
the daring if foolhardy theft of 
B ritain's most famous relic arouse 
national 
fanatics 
to

more than an occasional bagpipe- 
led parade of Tartans, kilts and 
sporrans. 
It is undoubtedly true that the 
Scottish

"LEND-LEASE“ PROGRAM MISSING 
Thus far in the defense mobilization program, nothing ! 
similar to World War II’s Lend-Lease program has been hinted 
by administration officials and apparently nothing is being ! 
considered along such lines in the immediate future. 
While Washington is watching an organizational growth 
similar to the World War II pattern of controls, production, 
bottlenecks, manpower shortages and other problems, Lend- 
Lease hasn’t made an official appearance. 
The nearest thing to it is the present military assistance 
program by which the United States is supplying limited , 
quantities of military equipment to North Atlantic Pact Allies. 
World W ar II Lend-Lease was much broader than this 
however inasmuch as the program then resulted in the ship­ 
ment of clothing, food, industrial equipment, ships, railroads 
and almost every conceivable item. 
Officials concede that should a more rapid military build­ 
up of our Allies be required, a new version of Lend-Lease may 
become necessary. 
They point out that to mobilize the full production poten­ 
tial of such countries as Britain and France, it would be neces­ 
sary to provide them with food, clothing, shipping and indus­ 
trial equipment to stabilize their domestic economies under 
the burden of military output. 
However, in the light of mistakes attributed to the Lend- 
Lease program in the last conflict, the administration and Con­ 
gress is maintaining a “go-slow, wait-and-see” attitude to such j 
a vast step. 
Only in the event of an all-out war with Russia and the 
Communist world would they favor reinstituting the sypply 
program.

WHAT PRICE PERISHABLES? 


Sen. Allen J. Ellender <D) Louisana, who will head the 
Senate Agriculture Committee in the new Congress, indicates 
that his group will make a detailed study of ways and means to 
stop the tremendous government losses in supporting prices 
of perishable commodities. 
Thus far, Ellender has given no details except to say that 
the program worked out will not be along the lines of the pro­ 
production payment scheme proposed by Agriculture Secre­ 
tary Charles F. Brannan—the now thoroughly repudiated 
Brannan plan. 
However, a large part of the immediate problem has been 
taken out of Congress’ hands. 
The Agriculture Department has announced that there 
will be no price supports on eggs next year and probably will 
do the same for potatoes. Surpluses of these two commodities 
have been the major cause of the governm ent’s staggering 
losses on perishables. 
Ellender contends that unless some acceptable formula 
is found the whole price support program may collapse. Out­ 
side the field of perishables, he thinks the support program is 
working well and can be continued as is.

Europe's Reaction To Hoover 
WASHINGTON. Dec. 28 — The 
word appeasem ent is acquiring a 
more and more uncertain connota­ 
tion. H erbert Hoover m ade gener­ 
ous use of it in his talk on foreign 
policy, suggesting that the wartim e 
conferences at Teheran and Yalta 
were form s of appeasem ent. 
The conference at Teheran was 
concerned 
almost 
entirely 
with 
m ilitary 
decision. 
In 
hindsight, 
and in the light of m ilitary in­ 
telligence not then available, the 
decisions taken at Yalta appear to 
have 
made needless concessions 
to the Soviet Union. But it is im­ 
portant to rem em ber that 
both 
Churchill and Roosevelt were act­ 
ing in the belief that some sort of 
peaceful relationship ‘with Russia 
could be achieved in the post-war 
world. 
Right through Teheran and Yal­ 
ta down to the present, the w estern 
nations have shown an unfailing 
readiness to ‘cooperate for peace. 
This gives the West today a posi­ 
tion of great moral strength which 
is too often ignored or discounted. 
Last June after seeing Stalin in 
Moscow, the United Nations Secre­ 
tary G eneral, Trygve Lie, proposed 
a 10-point long range peace plan. 
Communists around the world im­ 
m ediately championed it, with the 
New' York “Daily W orker” accus­ 
ing Secretary of State Acheson of 
rejecting it because of “a refusal 
to have peace under any conditions 
w hatever.” 
What’s Happened Since? 
But what has happened since? 
A month ago the U. N. G eneral As­ 
sembly adopted a resolution ap­ 
proving Lie’s peace plan. This, as 
the

torial, is the same plan, word-for- 
w-ord and comma-for-comma, that

Ignored Swift Progress 
When Mr. Hoover talked about 
using Britain as a possible bastion, 
he ignored the swift progress of 
technology in warfare.

continent of Europe in control of 
hostile powers, the British Isles 
would be subject to attack from

and the V-2s of the last war look 
pretty old-fashioned. U nder bom­ 
bardm ent from these new weapons, 
it would be difficult or impossible 
to sustain any m ilitary operation 
of size.

World Ready For U. N.? 


(By HOLMES ALEXANDER) 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 28.—Blamesgiving about the Korean 
disaster is not exclusively an All American affair between Democrats 
and Republicans—a number of foreign spokesmen are also getting in 
their licks. 
The criticism—mostly from British and Indian sources— is polite, 
restrained and give more in sorrow than in anger. But it is thorough­ 
going and thought-provoking. We should be able to learn something 
from it. 
Basically, the complaint is that the three things we tried to carry 
to Korea by force of arms—unity, freedom and democracy—were the 
wrong things. The Korean campaign, it is said, should have been based 
on three other things—the Asiatic desires for nationalism, a redistribu­ 
tion of land and continental isolation. 
Mistake To Cross 38th Parallel 
It was this mistake,, it is said, that caused us to cross the 38th 
parallel and drive for the Manchurian border. A far better move would 
have been to stop after the capture of Seoul and to use diplomacy, 
even at the price of making some deals with the Korean Reds. The 
very best thing we could have done was to crush the Communist 
invasion of South Korea and then return to Japan from whence our 
intervention was launched. 
Now if we examine it closely, this critique strikes hard at the 
whole concept of world government which America has supported 
under the UN Charter. Internationalism is the keystone of this con­ 
cept. not nationalism. Law and order will not permit taking land from 
landlords and giving it to peasants. The very term “police action” 
implies a roving commission for UN forces to intervene against aggres­ 
sion, even if that intervention violates the desire of a country to be 
left alone. 
“Then U.N. Is Not For Asia” 
If it is true that Asia desires nationalism, redistribution of land 
and isolation, then the UN is not for Asia. 
Is that what the Anglo-Indian criticism means? There is good 
reason to believe that it does. Prime Minister Nehru, who ought to 
know, has pointedly invited the white man of the West to keep out of 
Asia. Great Britain, with long experience in the Orient, is diplo­ 
matically supporting Red China against the Chiang Kai-shek govern­ 
ment, which is a UN member. This is being done on the Old World 
theory that empires rise and fall by armed might. It is a far cry from 
the high idealism which was supposed to establish a Brave New World 
of democratic rule. Speaking last month in Chicago, the British Ambas­ 
sador clearly stated his country’s viewpoint: 
“In Britain we are not under any delusions about the Chinese 
Communists. We believe them to be Communists in belief and in 
practice. We do not think that they and their government are some­ 
thing m asquerading in disguise . . . In our view, diplomatic recogni­ 
tion of a country does not involve either approval or disapproval. It is 
sin g ly a question of fact.” 
At Odds With American Viewpoint 
But this is so much at odds with th e American viewpoint that it 
constitutes a renunciation of American leadership. It also falls per­ 
fectly into the British criticism of our Korean decisions with which 
they went along somewhat unwillingly. It would be foolish of us «ot 
to perceive that our struggle to make a world-ruling body out of the 
UN has lost support during the year th at is just closing. America is 
much more alone in the world than we sometimes know. And. within 
our own country, the global thinkers are much more discredited by 
events than they seem willing to admit. 
Perhaps it is not too late to"«reverse the trend that seems to be 
making us isolationists in spite of ourselves. We have done very little 
to exert the authority that we could exert over nations we support 
and protect. We have not laid down the simple principle th at we can 
w ithdraw from the UN if it ceases to fulfill its purposes as stated in 
the Charter. It may very well be that the UN is a project for which 
the rest of the world is not ready. If th at is true, we had better find 
out now than later.

LAYING FLOCKS DOWN FROM 
THE PAST YEAR / 
Egg production has been break­ 
ing records in both Pennsylvania 
and the nation. 
Laying flocks on January 1, 1951. 
are expected to be about 2 per cent 
less than a year ago. A larger pro­ 
portion of old hens will be in the 
laying flocks during the coming 
season than is usual. In 1950 the 
government bought more than 6 
per cent of the total egg production 
for support purposes. In 1951 there 
will be no support program. 
For the first half of 1951, egg 
production is expected to be in ex­ 
cess of demand. Prices during this 
period may not be too favorable. 
Prices during the last half of the 
year may be improved, especially 
if flock replacements are down.

1. Excluding defense orders, the 
total business volume in 1951 will 
be less than that for 1950. 
How­ 
ever, national income in 1951 will 
be the highest ever recorded, as 
war orders take the place of peace 
production and high prices pre­ 
vail. 
More Government Controls 
Coming 
2. The outstanding feature of 
1951 will be the ever-increasing 
interference of the government in 
the lives of businessmen and con­ 
sumers. 
3. The Administration and its 
economic advisors are firmly eon- 
■ 


vinced that rad­ 
ical inflation is 
about to break 
out next year. 
But ‘brain trust­ 
ers' 
are 
over­ 
looking the fact 
that the boom 
is old and that 
it was creaking 
badly when the 
K o r e a n 
war 
avfV .atm 
broke out. War 
postponed the downturn 
which 
would have taken place 
much 
sooner. The date of the slide has 
only moved ahead. 
4. Rushing to catch up on its 
neglected defense program, the 
Administration , is 
anxious 
to 
shrink business Volume to an un­ 
necessary degree. Efforts at first 
will be along the line of tighter 
credit curbs, such as restrictions 
on mortgage and installment loans 
and increased bank reserve re­ 
quirements. 
5. As 1951 wears on, the effect 
of credit controls will cause a de­ 
cline in legitimate business. Civil­ 
ian production will decline more 
than armament production will in­ 
crease. The public may then cry, 
"This 
is 
a 
government - made 
slump; let’s get rid of the con 
trols!” 
6. If in 1951 it becomes evident 
that business is declining too fast 
as a result of government curbs, 
the planners at Washington may 
rush their patient Into an oxygen 
tent. 
Labor Outlook Will Continue Tight 
7. Most labor groups will not be 
successful in getting a sixth round 
of wage increases in 1951. 
Al­ 
though there may be more strikes 
In the first part pf 1951, there will 
be fewer for the whole year as 
compared with 1950. 
8. Tightness in the labor supply 
will be continued as the year wears

9. The Taft-Hertley law will not 
be repealed during 1951 but may 
be amended. 
The administrators 
of the law will continue to wink at 
some of its clauses. 
Commodity Prices Will Remain 
Urn 
10. Wholesale prices of many 
commodities will be marked by a 
mild decline in 1951 when com­ 
pared with the price level of De­ 
cember 31, 1950. 
In some lines 
the drop may be quite steeo from 
the high levels of late 1950. 
Re­ 
tail prices for 1951, T do not now 
forecast. 
11. The year 1951 should prove 
an excellent time to keep a tight 
grip on inventories. 
Commodity 
speculation for the rise will not 
pay in 1951. Furthermore, our ex­ 
panding stockpiles of strategic ma­ 
terials present a real price threat 
in the event of a peace scare. Such 
stockpiles could then act strongly 
as a depressant on prices. 
12. The cost of living will re­ 
main high during 1951. This pre 
diction recognizes that living costs 
next year may be above the lower 
levels that existed during the first 
half of the year now closing. 
Farm Outlook Good 
13. Farmers’ income for 1951 
should average no less than that 
for 1950. 
Since the trend in the 
first half of 1950 was down, this 
forecast is not so optimistic as it 
mignt otherwise seem, for there 
is likely to be a weakening of the 
farmers’ income position during 
the latter part of 1951. 
14. Barring crop failures, the

the government will be blamed 
for farm-price weakness during 
the latter part of 1951. 
15. With prospects good for a 
rising supply of feed grains, meat 
should be more plentiful next 
year than In 1950. Prices for meat, 
however, will be held up by con­ 
tinued high national income and 
by military needs. 
Taxes Will Be Higher 
16. The burden of federal taxes, 
both corporate and personal, will 
be Increased again in 1951. State 
and municipal taxes will remain 
high. 
17. There will be an excess pro­ 
fits tax in 1951. These excess pro­ 
fits taxes will be milder than those 
in force during World War II, but 
they will be inflationary and re­ 
tard efficiency, economy and in­ 
centive. 
18. There will be heavy pres­ 
sure for Increased federal "sales 
taxes” to discourage purchasing of 
luxury and certain non-essential 
goods. Congress will see the value 
of some such sales taxes as an in­ 
flation road block. 
19." States 
and 
municipalities 
will again be under pressure to 
find adequtae sources of revenue. 
Further increases in such taxes 
can be looked for next year with 
additional 
cities 
and/or 
states 
adopting sales taxes. 
20. Despite renewed efforts to 
increase 
the 
long-term 
capital 
gains tax above the present 25 per 
cent figure, rates will remain un­ 
changed. 
Domestic Trade Will Be Less 
21. Credit curbs will cut into 
the demand for automobiles and 
household 
equipment. 
Comple­ 
tions of fewer dwellings will also 
act as a damper on furniture sales. 
22. Falling 
demand 
for hard 
goods should mean a stabilization 
of the public’s spending for food 
and lower-priced soft goods. 
23. The trend forecast in No. 22 
will mean a decline in department 
store volume, but 1 predict a rise 
in the sales of variety chains and 
of drug chains. 
Foreign Trade Outlook Fair 
24. Barring new war develop­ 
ments, I look for continued shrink­ 
age in our exports during 1951. 
Imports, however, should rise fur­ 
ther. 
Total foreign trade should 
not be much changed, but the ex­ 
porters will be on the short end 
of this business with the importers 
gaining. 
25. It will become more diffi­ 
cult to convince Congress that ad­ 
ditional heavy credits should be 


granted abroad except for war sup­ 
plies. 
26. As was the case this year, 
many domestic manufacturers will 
feel increasing competition from 
foreign merchandise. The cry for 
increased tariff protection will be 
heard again in the land. 
27. Business and financial fore 
casts for next year are NOT based 
on the thought that World War 
III will start in 1951. 
Russia is 
certainly heading for war, but we 
do not believe she now wants it in 
Europe. 
She will* be satisfied to 
have her satellites continue tak 
ing unexpected jabs at us. while 
the Politburo boys hand out the 
soothing syrup. 
But we may see* 
another episode like “Korea” in 
1951. 
More Deficit Financing After 
June 30, 1951 
28. The first half of 1951 may 
actually see a budget surplus as a 
result of high national income and 
increased taxation. 
Later, if Con 
gress goes along with the Admin­ 
istration’s plans for huge rearma­ 
ment, a federal deficit will arose 
during the last half of the year. 
29. As a result of the preceding 
prediction, money supplies should 
not begin to rise until after busi­ 
ness has turned dewn.

30. Government bonds will be 
held tightly between the floor of 
Federal Reserve support purchases 
and the ceiling of Federal Reserve 
anti-inflation sales.

31. A great deal will be heard 
in 1951 about giving the Federal 
Reserve Board powerful controls 
over member bank loaning poli­ 
cies. 
Congress is not likely to 
pass such controls, however, un­ 
less commodity prices go a lot 
higher, or World War III comes. 
Stock Market and Bond Outlook 
Uncertain 
32. I see nothing now to indi­ 
cate that we are entering a period 
of improved international 
rela­ 
tions. The danger of war remains. 
Until it disappears, wise people 
will move wit of large bomb-vul­ 
nerable cities and avoid having in­ 
vestments in such areas. 
33. The 
stock 
averages 
may 
work somewhat higher during the 
first half of next year, but some­ 
time after 1951 they will sell low­ 
er than current quotations. 
34. Stocks now in the best po­ 
sition for 1951 should be those that 
have not been popular as inflation 


hedges in the past months. 
I 
like good chain store stocks. 
35. Investment trust funds, pen­ 
sion funds and insurance com­ 
panies will provide an excellent 
backlog of demand for sound in­ 
come stocks where good values 
can be demonstrated. 
36. The successful investor next 
year will be the one who follows 
carefully 
planned 
investment 
program. 
Such a program will 
emphasize 
diversification — not 
only by company and industry, 
but also by quality. 
Over-eoncen- 
tration will not pay in 1951. 
37. Highest grade taxable cor­ 
porate bonds should hold in a nar­ 
row price range during 195!, but 
I see no reason for individual in­ 
vestors buying them. For my fore­

bonds, see No. 30 above. The only 
corporation bonds which Interest 
me are convertibles. 
38. With income taxes slated to 
increase in 1951, tax-exempt bonds 
should continue in good demand.

NEXT TO CITIZENS BANK 
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May Have Been Shot 
By Chinese Soldier 
IhM Hfl Trained 


W ALTHAM . Mass, Dec. 28,— 
— An ironic sidelight of the 
war in Korea today was reported 
by a wounded Revere soldier who 
admitted he may have been shot 
by one of the Chinese he trained 
several years ago. 
Lt. James F. Gallagher, so^n of 
a Boston fireman, was one of 31 
wounded .soldiers flown to Mur- 
phv General hospital for treat­ 
ment. 
Nearly all the wounded 
suffei'ed frostbite and some may 
have to undereo suroery as a re- 
sult. 
Lt. Gallagher's right leg was 
sh»ltered bv a Chineee bulle* near 
the Manc’^urian hordes when his 
unit wa« i ”vine to fi«^h; through 
a road block 
Tausbt Chinese 
Gallagher, a former marine, was 
stationed with a small American 
contingent in Shanghai during the 
30’s when the city was open to 
foreigners. While there he taught 
the Chinese how to use firearms. 
The lieutenant said some of the 
Chinese now may be lining up 
Americans in their gunsights. 
Captain Edward J. Bruger of 
Somerset told how he and another 
soldier. Sgt. Lawrence Hickey of 
Boston, walked ten miles to rejoin 
their retreating unit de.spite leg 
wounds. 
The captain said both 
he and Hickey were shot in the 
thigh and trapped behind enemy 
lines.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 28,— (INS) 
— The 
Defense 
Department 
an­ 
nounced today that through De­ 
cember 22 relatives had been no­ 
tified of 38,325 American casual­ 
ties in Korea. This was an increase 
of 1.904 over the total for the 
previous week. 
The new casualty total included 
5.742 
killed 
In 
action: 
27,012 
wounded, of whom 684 have died; 
and 
5,571 listed as missing in 
action. 
The Army had 32,066 casualties, 
the Marine“ Corps 5,524, the Navy 
429 and the Air Force 306, 
Actual casualties in Korea are 
higher, because about three weeks 
is required for verifying injuries 
and death and notifying relatives. 
The new total, however, includes 
many casualties that have occurred 
since 
the 
Chinese 
Communists 
launched their big offensive on 
November 27. 
The total dead, including those 
who have died of woi.nds and six 
known to have died in a Commu­ 
nist prison, Is 6.432. Of these, the 
Army has had 5,186 deaths, the 
Marine Corps 1.079. the Air Force, 
108 and the Navy 59. 
Gen. MaeArthur’s headquarters 
in Tokyo has estimated total cas­ 
ualties through December 15. not 
including frostbite, at just under 
43000, 


Mobilization Of 


Scientific Talent 


Of U.S. Proposed 


C LEVELAND . Dec. 28.— (IN S!— 
Henry D. Smyth, a member of the 
Atomic Energy commission, pro­ 
posed today -Jthe mobilization of 
the nation’s actual and potential 
scientific talent in the battle for 
survival against Communism. 
In a speech before the American 
Association for the advancement 
of Science — a group comprising 
some 218 different societies of sci­ 
entists— Smyth called for the cre­ 
ation of a Scientific Service Corps. 
He suggested that this corps be 
directed by a scientific manpower 
board which would have a roster 
of every’ scientist in the U. S. and 
be civilian in nature. 
Principal 
job of the board would be “ to get 
the right man on the right job". 
Smyth proposed that those of 
military age be required to join 
the service corps for assignment 
to projects tabbed most necessary 
by the board. 
For scientists not of military age 
the board would have only advis­ 
ory powers 
Smyth added: 
“ With Information on the full 
scope 
of National 
Defense 
Re­ 
search projects, it could be an in­ 
valuable guide for men who wanl- 
t d to be sure they were making 
the best use of their abilities.”

Today w« w ill bring together in 
one article the principal changes 
in your social security made by 
the 1950 amendments. 
First, nearly ten million work­ 
ers heretofore excluded from so­ 
cial security w ill be brought into 
the system January 1. 1951. These 
include the self-employed (other 
than farnr»ers and members of cer­ 
tain 
professions), 
regular 
farm 
workers, regular household work­ 
ers. employees of nonprofit organ­ 
izations under certain conditions, 
employees of state and local gov­ 
ernment brought in by voluntary 
agreements between the states and 
the Federal secruity administrator, 
temporary Federal employees not 
under a retirement system, and a 
few miscellaneous groups. 
People now receiving social se­ 
curity payments have had their 
monthly checks increased. 
These 
increases range frotn about 50 per 
cent for the highest benefit groups 
to 100 per cent for the lower 
groups. 
For example, a person 
formerly getting S40 a moDth in 
insurance payments as a retired 
worker now' receives about *64. 
Anvone formerly receiving $10 to 
$15 a month is now getting double 
that amount. 
The widow and two 
children 
of an 
insured 
worker 
with combined insurance payments 
of $70 under the old law now get 
$128. 
The maximum payment to 
a family has been raised from $85 
to $150. 
It is much easier to become eli­ 
gible for payments. 
Only a year 
and a half of work under social se­ 
curity w ill be necessary if a work­ 
er reaches 65 or dies before tbe 
end of 19,54. 
Anyone over 65 now 
needs onlv the six quarter-vears of 
work. 
Thousands heretofore de­ 
nied .social security because of in­ 
sufficient work w'ill be paid under 
the new law. 
Formerly, 
beneficiaries 
could 
not receive their in.surance pay­ 
ments for any month in which 
they earned more than $14.99 in 
work covered by the law'. 
Now, 
they can earn as much as $50 a 
month and still receive their bene- 
j fits. 
Tho.se 75 years of age or 
I over may accept social security 
payments regardless of the amount 
of their earnings. 
Several changes in amounts and 
types of payments have been made. 
As before, the child’s benefit is 
one-half the amount of the par­ 
ent’s primary divided equally all 
the entitled children in the family.

An aged husband or widower 
may receive benefits on his w ife’s 
record if she was both fully and 
currently insured and if he was 
dependent on her. 
Dependent parents 65 or over 
w ill receive three-fourths of the 
worker’s primary amount Instead 
of one-half as before. 
A wife under 65 whose husband 
is receiving old-age insurance pay­ 
ments may receive payments also 
if she lias in her care a child en­ 
titled tq benefits based on her 
husband’s account. 
A divorced former wife of a de­ 
ceased worker may be entitled to 
mother’s insurance benefits if she 
has .n her care a child entitled to 
payments based on the worker’s 
wages, and if she was receiving at 
least half of her support from tbe 
worker at the time of his death. 
In all cases wher»» workers died 
in September 1950 or later, a lump 
sum payment may be also made 
even though monthly beneftis are 
also payable. 
Wage credits of $160 per month 
w ill he given for each month of 
active service in the armed forces 
of the United States in W orld W ar 
II. 
This w ill make possible re­ 
tirement payments and death pay­ 
ments in many cases where a 
worker lost his insured status be­ 
cause of long period of service in 
the army or navy. 
There are two times when spe 
cial action should be taken con­ 
cerning social security. 
At age 
65 a worker should call at his near­ 
est social security office and re­ 
ceive full advice as to his eligibil­ 
ity for payments. 
Whenever any 
worker dies after having worked 
under social security at all, the 
nearest relative should call at the 
nearest social security office so 
that the account may be examined 
and a determination made as to 
what payments are available to 
survivors. 
No payments can be 
made until a claim is filed. 
Those having questions about 
their social security should feel 
free to call at the nearest social 
security office to ask them. There 
are 486 .such offices located thru- 
out the United States, and repre- 
.sentaiives of those offices visit 
many neighboring communities on 
a regular schedule.

master can tell you where the 
nearest social security office is 
and whether a representative w ill 
be in your town and how often.

In last week’s lesson We cele­ 
brated the Birth of the Saviour. 
Today we read about His last ut­ 
terances and commands to the dis­ 
ciples, uttered just a few hours 
before He was arrested in the 
Garden of Gethsemane, and taken 
away to prison and death. 
St. John is the only one of the 
New , Testament writers to give 
us thèse last words of the Master. 
We should read them carefully 
and memorize them—keeping them 
in our hearts as Jesus’ mother, 
Mary, did the occurrences during 
the birth of the Babe. 
What did Jesus say to His dis­ 
ciples at this dread time? In the 
first place, He used the familiar 
habit of pruning trees to make 
them more fruitful as an illustra­ 
tion of the relationship between 
Himself and His Father, God: 
“I am the true vine, and My 
father is the husbandman. 
“Every branch in Me that bear- 
eth not fruit He taketh away: and 
every branch that beareth fruit, 
He purgeth it, that it may bring 
forth more fruit.” 
Jesus, too, as He lived man’s 
life on earth, learned obedience 
by the things which He suffered, 
as we all do. He submitted to His 
Father’s will and was triumphant. 
“I am the vine, ye are the 
branches,” Jesus told the disciples. 
“He that abideth In Me, and I In 
Him, the same bringeth forth much 
fruit; for without Me ye can do 
nothing.” 
“If ye abide in Me, and My 
words abide in you, ye shall ask 
what ye will, and it shall be done 
unto you. 
“As the Father hath loved Me, 
so have I loved you; Continue ye 


in My love. If ye keep My com­ 
mandments, ye shall abide in My 
love; even as I have kept My Fa­ 
ther’s commandments, and abide 
in His love.” 
If we all follpwed Jesus’ com­ 
mandments, as spoken to His fol­ 
lowers on the eve of His going, 
we would have no more family 
quarrels, 
no church 
fights; 
no 
world wars. We should love one 
another and settle our disputes 
peacefully. 
Each one of us per­ 
sonally can help by living the life 
Jesus wishes us to. 
St. Paul learned his lesson the 
hard 
way. 
From 
the 
arrogant 
Pharisee who despised those new 
religionists and was determined 
to stamp them out, he was brought 
low—physically as well as spir­ 
itually—by the vision of Jesus as 
he journeyed to Damascus to per­ 
secute Christians there. 
Writing to the Galatians from 
Rome he said: 
“I am crucified 
with Christ: nevertheless I live; 
yet not I, but Christ liveth in me; 
and the life which I now live in 
the flesh I live by the faith of the 
Son of God, who loved me, and 
gave Himself for me.” 
This lesson has too many good 
things in it to cover all in our 
brief space here. 
The teacher 
should make a thorough study of 
it. and if the children can get the 
idea of love and fellowship with 
Christ and obedience to His com-

PHEIDIPP1DES, the original marathon runner, dropped dead at 
the end of his long, tortuous grind. Thus, in 490 B.C., was invented 
one of the most hazardous “sports” known to civilization. 
Ever since, marathoning has maintained its reputation of raan- 
killer. even though down through the ages its practitioners have 
grown tougher so that now a majority manage to survive their excru­ 
ciating 26-mile, 385-yard ordeals. 
To ordinary humanity, it remains a source of constant incon­ 
ceivability that traditions of the long bunion derby have been carried 
on right through the taxicab and air-coach eras. Although, to the best 
of our knowledge the last direct marathon fatality was that of Lazaro, 
the Portuguese. In the 1912 Olympics in Stockholm, ambulances still 
are standard equipment around the gruesome gallops, writes Lou 
Miller, of the New York World-Telegram &i Sun, in Allsports magazine. 
Marathon courses vary as to difficulty, depending upon topo­ 
graphical differences. But toiling uphill and down, on through choking 
dust clouds, over hot. sticky roads, occasionally getting bowled over 
by automobiles or being chased off course by indiscriminating farm 
dogs—it’s little wonder 4he leather-lunged cult keeps the medicos busy. 
No nation has been able to win the Olympic marathon more than 
twice, although the United States, France and Finland also scored that 
number of victories. Besides Hayes, Uncle Sam had a winner in 
Thomas J. Hicks in 1904. 
The next Olympic marathon king could be a South Korean, pro­ 
vided that nation’s stars survive the current conflict and provided 
Russia does nothing to prevent celebration of the next Olympiad in 
Helsinki in 1952. 
Kee Yong Ham. Kil Yoon Song and Yun Chil Choi were the 
Koreans who made that 1-2-3 sweep of the famous Boston Marathon 
last April They finished without undue strain.
